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Classes  offer  knowledge 
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It's  8:15  and  another  Howe  class  day 
begins.  Perhaps  there  will  be  an  informal 
discussion  by  the  class,  or  a  lecture  given  by 
the  teacher,  abetted  by  a  film  or  recording. 
Different  methods  are  used  by  teachers  each 
day,  adding  more  variety  and  interest  to  the 
class. 

All  Howeites  study  English,  science,  Amer- 
ican history,  government,  health,  and  physical 
education,  and  mathematics  in  order  to  meet 
graduation  requirements.  They  have  the  op- 
portunity to  elect  other  subjects  from  a  wide 
variety  which  will  help  add  more  interest 
to  their  high  school  program. 

Machine  shop  classes  (above  left)  taught 
by  Roscoe  Pierson  give  Howe  boys  instruction 
on  handling  machinery  carefully  and  using  it 
correctly.  This  class  serves  as  an  introduction 
for  those  who  may  wish  to  make  machinery 
their  career. 

Plastics  (above  right)  is  another  class  full 
of  variety  and  interest.  Students  learn  to 
make  bowls,  lamp  bases,  letter  openers,  and, 
yes,  even  a  pair  of  plastic  shoes.
